pearing in him as is usual in those
that are poyvsoned, and was hur
by the smell of it as if it had been
sometdiing pestilentinl.”

Johannes Guercitanus, secretary
to the french king Franeig 1., had
such an antipathy to apples that
if he was obliged to sit near them
at table for any considerable time
i copious epistaxis always result-
ed. We have known one patient in
whom the cating of any raw fruit
produced severe asthmatic symp
toms, swelling of the tongue, ete.
Any well-cooked fronit could be
eaten with impunity,  The cele-
brated Julins Caesar Sealiger
always grew deadly pale when o

Prince De Conde, father
of the ill-fated Due d'Eunghien,

could neverattempt to eat fruit of
any kind, Duchesne, seeretary of
Francis L, is reputed to have i
a hemorrhage horror of apples
similar to that of Johannes Quer-
citanus, already rveferred to, and
the Polish kKing, Jagelion, always
fled from the sight of one. And we
are told by Schenck that “a noble
count of Arnstadt had saeh  an
antipathy to olive oil that all
kinds of sauces that  were  pre
pared with it and set in the room
where he was muast suddenly be
taken thenee, or else he would im
muvdiately be taken with deadly
faintings.” The celebhrated Dr. Jo-
lannes Henrnius tells us of him
self that whenever he ventured to
partake of pepper or horse radish,
even in minute quantities, he was
sure to be afterward “tortured

with the cruel pains of the enlie.

A SIBERIAN M MMOTH.

Preserved to Present Day by Remark
able Set of Circumstances.

The huge body of the Siberian
mammoth which was discoveredin
the summer of 1901 has now been
erected in the musenm of the Acad
emy of Seiences at St, Petersburg,

savs the 8phere. The unigque inter
est of this digcovery lies in the fact
that though many fossil remains
of mammoths have been found, and
ther preserved  hodies of mam:
moths seen, no body so complete
a8 this one has ever hefore been
brought home to civilization.
The hide, hair, eyes, desh and
hones of the nmmoeth bronght
home by D, Otto Herz ave all mar
velously preserved by a set of eir
cumstances similar to those which
have given us the actual feathers
of the extinet moa bird and the
hony hide of the mylodon.,

Dr. Herz deservibes the long hair
and the thickness of hide of the
mammoth, and how the stomach
was found full of undigested food,
Mhe  attitude in whiclh he was
found shows that he had met his
death by slipping on a slope, for
his rear legs are bent up so that
it would be impossible for Lim to
raise himself,  Dreo erz writes:

“The impromptu  grave into
which the animal pianged was
made of sand and clay, and his fall
probably caused masses of neigh
horing soil (o loosen and cover
him completely, This happenedin
the Iate antumn, or at the begin
ning of the winter, to judye by the
matter found in fhe
stomach; at any rate, soortly
afterwird the grave hecame flood
ed, ice following, This completed
the cold storage, still further aag
mented by vast acenmulations of
soil all rornd—a shell of ice hun-
dreds of feet thick, inclosed by
vards npon virds of soil that re
main frozen for the greater part
of the vear. Thus the enormons
arcass wias preserved forhow lonyg
no one knows, through hundreds
of centiries, perhiaps, until not 8o
NELNY VeArs ago some movement
of the earth spat forth the fossil
maungoleunm, leaving it exposed to
aun and wind nntil gradually, very
cradually, the ice crust wore olf
and revealed to the passing Cos
sack the hidden treasure.”

The mammoth whose getual apr
pearance in the tlesh has now been
so marvelously preserved for s
wias known to early man, but ap-
pears to have died out completely
before the advent of what are
known as neolithie times.  Thus
his remains (teeth and bones) are
found along with very old human
remains of the early stone age,
and a lifelike and unmistakable
engraving of a mammoth has re
cently been discovered in the grot
to of Combarelles, in France
How far early man assisted in the
disappearance of the mammoth
is not an easy matter accurately
to determine.
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
